Methods have been discovered for treating minimal residual disease 
following removal of most or a substantial fraction of malignant cells from a cancer 
p^,tient. An nnfnlng ous stem cell tran splant is performed on the pat ien t. Follo wing 


5 partial hematopoiesis recovery, the patient is infused with allogeneic peripheral 
blood lymphocytes, either alone or in combination with in vivo or in vUm 
cytokine. The infused allogeneic lymphocytes engender an anti-malignant cell 
response and can be instrumental in prevention of disease relapse. 
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
